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This  work,  as  its  subtitle  suggests,  is  intended  to  serve  as  a  pro- 
logue to  the  history  of  the  Russian  agrarian  revolution  of  1917  which 
the  author  promises  to  treat  in  a  succeeding  volume.  It  is  a  long  pro- 
logue chronologically  for  it  commences  with  the  very  beginning  of  Russian 
history,  the  colonization  by  the  Slavic  tribes  of  the  great  Eurasian 
Plain,  and  brings  the  story  up  to  the  eve  of  the  World  War. 

The  rise  of  the  servile  system  and  its  downfall  with  the  emancipation 
of  the  peasantry  in  the  middle  of  the  last  century;  the  fortunes  (or  per- 
haps better,  lack  of  fortune)  of  the  peasants  and  the  landed  gentry  dur- 
ing the  post-emancipation  period;  the  agrarian  crisis  which  was  gathering 
head  towards  the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  which  finally  came  to 
a  climax  in  the  Revolution  of  1905-07,  seen  in  retrospect  as  a  sort  of 
dress  rehearsal  of  the  greater  upheaval  ten  years  later;  the  agrarian  re- 
form which  followed  the  Revolution  of  1905  -  in  short,  the  whole  evolu- 
tion of  rural  Russia  passes  in  rapid  review  in  Professor  Robinson's  book. 
In  the  concluding  chapter,  entitled  "On  the  Eve,"  Professor  Robinson  sur- 
veys the  position  of  the  Russian  peasantry  during  the  short  interval  of 
less  than  a  decade  which  separated  the  first  Russian  Revolution  of  1905-07 
from  the  World  War  and  the  Revolution  of  1917. 

It  remains  to  be  seen,  however,  how  the  subject  matter  cf  the  prologue 
will  tie  up  with  the  main  theme  of  the  play  -  the  Revolution  of  1917,  which 
is  the  subject  of  a  second  volume  promised  by  the  author  -  as  three  more 
years  of  a  devastating  war  must  be  traversed  before  the  first  act  is 
reached.  That  the  book  provides  rich  material  for  the  explanation  and  un- 
derstanding of  the  revolution  cannot  be  doubted.  It  reveals  manifold 
stresses  and  strains  in  the  structure  of  the  Russian  "peasant-landlord" 
world,  which  nearly  brought  the  landlord  part  of  it  down  during  the  Rev- 
olution of  1905-07  following  the  unsuccessful  Russo-Japanese  War  and  which 
precipitated  the  crash  ten  years  later,  during  an  even  more  catastrophic 
war,  notwithstanding  the  effort  of  the  Government  to  bolster  up  the  edifice 
during  the  intervening  decade  of  peace  by  its  policy  of  the  "wager  on  the 
strong. " 

Comments  on  the  book,  however,  viewed  as  an  introduction  to  the  forth- 
coming study  of  the  agrarian  revolution  of  1917,  are  premature.  But  a 
work  of  the  scope  of  "Rural  Russia  under  the  Old  Regime"  -  a  scope  in  my 
opinion  far  broader  than  is  essential  for  the  explanation  of  the  agrarian 
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revolution  -  should  have  an  independent  value  as  a  much  needed  treatise 
on  Russian  agrarian  history.  It  is  true,  there  exists  in  the  Russian 
language  a  considerable  literature  dealing  with  the  agrarian  history  and 
conditions  of  Russia,  but  it  is  largely  unknown  in  this  country.  A  prod- 
uct in  part  of  professional,  historical  scholarship,  this  literature  has 
been  enriched  as  regards  the  more  recent  period  by  the  contributions  of 
economists,  statisticians,  students  of  Government  and  law,  publicists, 
and  last  but  not  least,  men  of  letters.  For  the  agrarian  question  has 
been  much  to  the  fore  in  Russia  since  the  middle  of  the  last  century  and 
it  has  provoked  a  great  deal  of  discussion  and  controversy  which  stimu- 
lated private  research  and  also  led  to  several  important  investigations 
by  official  Government  commissions.  A  work,  therefore,  like  "Rural  Rus- 
sia" which  would  digest  this  material  (by  no  means  an  easy  task  because 
of  the  controversial  character  of  a  great  deal  of  the  writing  on  the  sub- 
ject) and  provide  an  objective  synthesis  of  the  Russian  agrarian  develop- 
ment should  be  highly  welcome,  especially  in  view  of  the  inaccessibility 
of  so  much  of  the  material  to  the  student  in  this  country,  either  because 
of  the  linguistic  barrier  or  sheer  unavailability. 

Professor  Robinson  writes  with  an  admirable  grasp  of  the  complicated 
theme  of  Russian  agrarian  development,  with  a  lucidity  and  at  the  same 
time  a  vitality  and  felicity  of  style  which  places  him  distinctly  in  the 
class  of  literary  historians.  The  humanitarian  outlook  and  sympathy  for 
the  submerged  by  which  "Rural  Russia"  is  pervaded  reminds  one  of  the  works 
of  the  Hammonds.  Just  as  the  latter  authors  reveal  the  horrors  of  the 
English  industrial  revolution  under  a  regime  of  unmitigated  laissez  faire 
so  does  Professor  Robinson  depict  the  cruelties  of  the  contemporaneous 
servile  system  in  Russia  under  a  regime  of  what  amounted  (for  the  landlord) 
to  benevolent  laissez  faire.  I  would  not  want,  however,  to  leave  the  im- 
pression that  the  book  is  merely  a  sort  of  muck-raking  expedition  into 
Russian  history.  On  the  contrary,  Professor  Robinson  skillfully  manages 
to  produce  an  account  of  the  Russian  "peasant  landlord  world"  and  its  inter- 
necine struggles  which  is  objective  both  in  tone  and  substance.  The  author 
supports  his  story  wherever  possible  by  marshalling  statistical  evidence 
which  he  uses  in  a  judicious  manner. 

A  large  enterprise  like  this  work  obviously  could  not  be  entirely  free 
of  shortcomings.  A  detailed  critique  cannot  be  attempted  within  the  com- 
pass of  this  review  and  I  will  merely  try  to  outline  what  seem  to  the  re- 
viewer some  of  the  principal  faults.  To  begin  with,  Professor  Robinson 
jams  too  much  history  into  the  first  two  short  chapters,  with  a  consequent 
lack  of  proportion  in  the  treatment  of  his  theme.  In  the  first  chapter 
of  less  than  tv/enty-four  pages,  he  brings  the  sketch  of  Russian  agrarian 
history  up  to  the  eighteenth  century  and  also  includes  some  general 
historical  and  geographical  information  in  addition  to  a  short  account 
of  his  own  travel  impressions  in  Russia.  The  second  chapter  of  less  than 
eight  pages  is  devoted  to  the  eighteenth  century  which  was  replete  with 
important  developments  in  Russian  agrarian  history  and  in  which  the  servile 
system  reached  its  high-water  mark.  Thus  a  thousand  years  of  history  are 
compressed  in  a  little  over  30  pages  out  of  a  total  of  more  than  260. 
And,  as  a  result,  even  a  skillful  narrator  -  and  no  one  can  deny  this  qual-

ity  to  Professor  Robinson  -  cannot  really  do  justice  to  his  subject.  To 
this  fault  must  be  added  a  certain  chronological  jumpiness,  as  when  the 
author  starts  his  second  chapter  with  the  reign  of  Catherine  the  Great  in 
the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  and  then  goes  back  to  the  earlier  im- 
portant rule  of  Peter  the  Great  in  the  beginning  of  the  century.  Such  a 
procedure  may  have  some  artistic  advantage  but  it  does  not  add  to  the 
clarification  of  the  subject.  The  only  assumption  on  which  so  radical  a 
compression  of  a  long  story  of  Russian  agrarian  development  can  be  justi- 
fied is  that  most  of  the  readers  of  this  book  will  be  well  versed  in  the 
facts  and  processes  of  Russian  social  and  economic  history.  This,  however, 
is  a  very  risky  assumption  to  make. 

The  emphasis  on  recent  history,  of  course,  is  all  to  the  good.  I  would 
go  even  farther  and  say  that  the  starting  point  might  have  been  shifted 
with  advantage  to  the  beginning  or  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century.  But 
once  it  was  decided  to  embark  on  the  earlier  period,  the  tendency  to  esche?/ 
as  the  author  does  all  controversial  questions,  especialy  those  pertaining 
to  the  origin  and  early  development  of  important  institutions,  seems  to  me 
questionable.  No  reader,  for  instance,  without  previous  familiarity  with 
Russian  historical  literature  would  suspect  that  the  origin  of  serfdom  (of 
which  a  very  sketchy  account  is  given  in  the  book)  was  the  subject  of  an 
interesting  controversy  among  Russian  historians,  centering  largely  on  the 
role  played  by  the  Muscovite  State  in  the  development  of  this  institution.. 

Another  highly  controversial  question  v/hich  is  barely  touched  upon  by 
the  author  is  that  of  the  origin  and  early  history  of  the  peasant  land-com- 
mune with  its  periodic  redistribution  of  land,  so  prominent  a  feature  of 
Russian  peasant  agriculture.  It  is  true,  as  Professor  Robinson  points  out 
in  footnote  24  on  page  274  that:  "In  the  whole  range  of  Russian  history, 
there  is  perhaps  no  subject  so  obscure  and  so  highly  controversial  as  that 
of  the  origin  and  early  history  of  the  peasant  land-commune  and  especially 
of  the  practice  of  making  a  periodic  redistribution  of  the  land."  He  pro- 
ceeds to  give  a  few  references  to  the  literature  on  the  subject.  But  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  American  student  to  whom  the  great  bulk  of  this  lit- 
erature is  inaccessible,  would  it  not  have  been  more  useful  to  discuss  in 
some  detail  the  various  theories  advanced  to  explain  the  development  of 
this  extremely  interesting  and  highly  important  institution  of  Russian 
rural  life? 

To-day,  of  course,  the  question  of  the  origin  of  the  land-commune  is  of 
a  purely  academic  interest,  but  it  has  not  always  been  so.  When  it  was 
first  brought  into  the  arena  of  controversy  in  the  eighteen-f if ties ,  it 
provided  a  battle  ground  between  two  conflicting  Russian  schools  of  social 
thought,  the  Slavophiles  and  the  Westerners.  The  former,  although  strongly 
influenced  by  Western  European  thought  were  nevertheless  opposed  to  the 
cultural  and  political  westernization  of  Russia  which  began  on  a  large 
scale  with  Peter  the  Great  at  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
They  saw,  therefore,  in  the  peasant  commune  a  peculiar  expression  of  the 
historic  Russian  national  spirit  to  be  preserved  at  all  costs.  The 
Westerners,  diametrically  opposed  to  the  Slavophiles,  were  bent  cn  "de- 
bunking" their  favorite,  the  peasant  commune.  They  took  the  position  that 
far  from  being  an  embodiment  of  the  spontaneous  creative  spirit  of  the 
Russian  people  with  roots  in  the  remote  past,    the  commune  was  really  a 
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product  of  recent  history,  owing  its  origin  (ironically  enough)  largely  to 
the  fiscal  policy  of  the  very  Russian  State  under  Peter  the  Great  and  his 
successors  in  the  eighteenth  century,  the  Europeanization  of  which  the 
Slavophiles  condemned.  The  debate  over  the  commune  soon  extended  to 
other  grounds,  for  the  impending  emancipation  of  the  peasants  from  bondage 
raised  the  question  of  the  future  of  the  communal  land  tenure  and  conse- 
quently the  whole  problem  of  its  social,  economic  and  agronomic  pros  and 
cons . 

The  cudgels  for  the  commune  y/ere  now  taken  up  by  the  Socialists  (notably 
Herzen  and  Chernyshevskii,  two  brilliant  publicists)  who  made  a  debut  on 
the  Russian  intellectual  and  political  stage  by  defending  the  commune 
against  the  attacks  of  the  liberals  of  the  "Manchester"  school  of  thought. 
To  the  latter  the  commune  seemed  an  antiquated  institution  and  an  obstacle 
to  progress,  while  to  the  former  it  held  a  promise  of  a  radical  reorganiza- 
tion of  society.  The  commune,  however,  had  its  adherents  and  opponents  in 
all  political  camps;  radical,  liberal  and  conservative  as  well  as  among 
those  who  were  interested  in  the  subject  primarily  not  from  a  larger  socio- 
economic but  more  strictly  technical,  agronomic  standpoint.  And  so  the 
controversy  rolled  merrily  on,  getting  a  great  deal  into  the  limelight  to- 
wards the  end  of  the  century,  when  it  became  a  bone  of  contention  between 
two  opposing  schools  of  Russian  socialist  thought,  the  older  current  of 
agrarian  socialism  or  "narodniki,"  the  successors  of  Herzen  and  Chernyshev- 
skii, who  were  staunch  supporters  of  the  commune,  and  the  emerging  Marxian 
socialists  who  saw  in  the  peasant  commune  a  reactionary  institution.  Again 
the  question  was  in  the  spotlight  of  public  attention  after  the  revolution 
of  1905  when  the  Government,  reversing  its  policy,  became  determined  cn  the 
dissolution  of  the  peasant  commune.  The  latter  only  a  short  while  ago 
was  considered  the  pivot  of  rural  organization  but  has  now  fallen  from 
grace,  being  suspected  of  nursing  revolutionary  tendencies  in  the  village. 

In  the  meantime,  thanks  largely  to  the  late  Professor  A.  A.  Kaufman, 
light  was  thrown  on  the  early  history  of  the  commune  by  the  studies  of  the 
so-called  "living  history  of  the  commune"  -  the  evolution  of  communal  land 
tenure  among  the  Russian  colonists  and  native  tribes  of  Siberia.  But  al- 
though Professor  Robinson  traces  in  some  detail  the  legislation  concerning 
the  commune,  particularly  the  so-called  Stolypin  laws  (from  the  name  of 
their  author,  the  Prime  Minister  of  Russia,  1906-1911)  which  aimed  to  do 
away  with  the  institution  of  communal  land  tenure,  he  nevertheless  passed 
over  the  movement  of  socio-economic  thought  on  the  subject.  Such  notable 
names  as  those  of  Chicherin,  a  famous  professor  at  the  University  of  Moscow 
who  as  a  "Westener,"  battled  the  Slavophiles  on  the  historical  front,  and 
Chernyshevskii,  the  author  of  the  celebrated  defense  of  the  Commune, 
"Philosophic  prejudices  against  the  communal  system  of  land  ownership, "  are 
nowhere  even  mentioned  by  Professor  Robinson. 

As  with  the  land-commune,  so  with  the  emancipation.  Here,  too,  hardly  an 
inkling  is  given  of  the  movement  of  the  social  and  economic  thought  on  the 
subject,  although  long  before  serfdom  was  abolished,  this  problem  occupied 
the  minds  of  the  best,  most  social-minded  representatives  of  the  educated 
class,  influenced  as  it  was  by  the  liberal  western  European  thought.  No 
account,  however,  is  given  by  the  author  of  the  growing  opposition  of  the 
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intelligentsia  (which  as  the  author  showed  was  predominantly  genteel  in 
its  origin)  to  serfdom  which  may  be  said  to  date  from  the  time  the  servile 
system  reached  the  pinnacle  of  its  development  at  the  end  of  the  eighteenth 
and  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Even  an  extremely  rigorous  cen- 
sorship and  persecution  on  the  part  of  the  Government,  among  the  victims 
of  which  were  some  of  the  most  illustrious  names  in  the  annals  of  Russian 
literature,  could  not  entirely  stifle  the  expression  of  this  opposition. 
This  is  all  well  told  in  a  classic  work  by  V.  I.  Semevskii  referred  to  in 
Professor  Robinson's  bibliography:  The  Peasant  Question  in  Russia  in  the 
18th  and  First  Half  of  the  19th  Century. 

It  is  a  curious  spectacle  of  the  Government's  realizing,  especially  dur- 
ing the  second  quarter  of  the  nineteenth  century  as  the  records  of  se- 
cret official  deliberations  show,  that  something  must  be  done  about  serf- 
dom, but  at  wit's  end  to  know  what  to  do;  yet  so  bent  on  keeping  the  whole 
matter  secret  lest  any  hopes  be  aroused  in  the  peasants  or  fears  in  the 
landowners,  that  public  discussion  was  tabooed.  And  so,  hardly  a  writer 
of  importance  touching  upon  this  problem  from  Radischev,  who  castigated 
serfdom  in  his  celebrated  "Travels  from  St.  Petersburg  to  Moscow,"  pub- 
lished in  1790,  to  the  famous  writer  Turgenev  who  depicted  the  evils  of 
serfdom  in  his  "Diary  of  the  Huntsman,"  escaped  being  disciplined  by  the 
authorities,  and  in  some  cases  very  severely.  Radishchev  was  exiled  to 
Siberia,  while  the  publication  of  the  "Diary  of  the  Huntsman"  in  1852 
as  a  separate  book  brought  about  the  dismissal  of  the  censor  who  permitted 
it  and  the  arrest  of  Turgenev.  In  the  following  year,  the  publication  of 
Harriet  Beecher  Stowe's  "Uncle  Tom's  Cabin"  was  strictly  prohibited. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  under  such  conditions  thunders  against  slav- 
ery, such  as  those  railed  by  Lloyd  Garrison  and  his  fellow  abolitionists 
in  this  country,  could  find  no  counterpart  in  Russia,  except  either  in 
manuscript  literature,  far  more  extensive  in  those  days,  or  in  works  pub- 
lished abroad.  Among  the  latter  I  need  only  mention  the  famous  pamphlet 
of  Herzen  with  the  cryptic  title  "The  Baptized  Property"  published  in 
London  in  1853  in  which  the  servile  system  was  attacked,  root  and  branch. 
And  Herzen's  attitude,  however  notable  because  of  the  influence  he  was 
soon  to  acquire  on  public  opinion  in  Russia,  was,  after  all,  not  an  iso- 
lated example  either  in  his  time  or  earlier,  as  was  mentioned  before. 
One  more  example  however  of  opposition  of  the  intelligentsia  to  serfdom, 
this  time  with  deed  rather  than  word.  Approximately  midway  between  the 
slashing  verbal  attacks  on  serfdom  of  Radishchev  and  Herzen,  there  occurred 
the  famous  insurrection  on  the  accession  to  the  throne  of  Nicholas  I  in 
December,  1825.  It  was  organized  by  secret  revolutionary  societies  which 
included  the  cream  of  the  educated  Russian  youth  of  that  day,  most  of 
them  army  or  navy  officers,  who  paid  for  their  abortive  protest  by  the 
execution  of  the  leaders,  and  exile  of  the  rest  to  Siberia.  In  the  dis- 
satisfaction of  the  Decembrists,  as  they  came  to  be  known  later,  with  the 
reactionary  policy  of  the  Government  of  the  day,  again  the  peasant  ques- 
tion.    The  opposition  to  serfdom  played  a  very  prominent  role. 

Now  it  is  unquestionably  true  that  this  opposition  was  confined  to  a 
small  (although  growing  in  numbers  as  time  passed  on),  enlightened  minority 
of  the  land-ownjng  class  (from  which  the  Russian  intelligentsia  during  the 
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first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century  was  predominantly  drawn) ,  but  as  later 
events  proved,  it  was  not  a  minority  which  embraced  a  forlorn  cause.  It 
is  also  true  that  many  members  of  this  minority,  however  socially  minded, 
were  alive  to  their  economic  interests  as  was  abundantly  proved  later  in 
the  deliberation  of  the  provincial  committees  established  to  help  the 
Government  draw  up  the  emancipation  reform.  It  must  also  be  admitted 
further  that  the  downfall  of  serfdom  in  Russia  was,  in  the  main,  due  to 
a  complex  of  causes  of  an  economic  and  political  character  without  which 
the  opposition  of  the  intelligentsia  would  have  counted  for  little.  Still, 
.after  all  is  said  and  done,  can  the  latter  be  given  so  passing  a  notice, 
practically  disregarding  it,  as  is  done  by  the  author?  The  case  is  in 
many  respects  parallel  to  that  of  the  abolitionists  in  the  United  States. 
It  would  probably  be  generally  agreed  that  the  abolitionist  agitation  did 
not  in  itself  bring  the  downfall  of  slavery;  but  would  a  historical  analysis 
completely  omitting  its  effect  be  considered  satisfactory? 

Such  an  omission  is  the  more  surprising  as  the  author  dees  pay  attention 
to  ideological  factors,  and  to  cultural  and  psychological  influences  which 
affected  the  dual  world  of  masters  and  servants  he  depicts.  And  is  not  the 
increasing  hostility  and  contempt  for  the  servile  system  on  the  part  of 
the  best-educated  and  enlightened  section  of  the  master  class,  however 
small,  a  significant  factor  to  be  recorded  in  some  detail  in  describing  the 
downfall  of  the  system? 

And  while  we  are  on  the  subject  of  emancipation,  another  sin  of  omis- 
sion must  be  noted.  No  account  is  given  of  the  long,  preparatory  stage 
through  which  the  emancipation  reform  passed.  I  am  not  referring  here  to 
the  period  before  the  accession  of  Alexander  II,  but  specifically  to  the 
emancipation  legislation  of  1861.  Such  a  review,  bringing  to  light  the 
clash  of  opinion  and  interests  concerned,  might  have  helped  to  emphasize 
the  salient  points  of  the  reform.  As  it  is  treated  in  the  book,  I  am 
afraid  that  the  reader  might  not  see  the  forest  for  the  trees. 

There  are  other  points  in  the  book  which  invite  criticism.  Far  too 
little  attention  is  paid,  for  instance,  to  the  effect  on  Russian  agriculture 
of  railroad  construction  and  railroad  rate  policies  with  the  preference 
given  by  the  latter  to  the  central  well-settled,  over  the  newly-developed 
regions.  The  extremely  important  effect  of  natural,  climatic  factors  in 
lowering  the  yields  of  crops  and  consequently  the  productivity  of  Russian 
agriculture  is  not  discussed,  even  when  comparisons  are  made  with  other 
countries  with  sharply  different  climatic  conditions.  Again,  the  bibliog- 
raphy at  the  end  of  the  book  has  many  serious  gaps.  But,  after  appeasing 
the  urge  to  criticism,  to  which  a  reviewer  is  prone  to  yield,  it  is  a 
pleasure  to  stress  once  more  the  solid  merits  of  the  book,  which  make  it 
a  valuable  guide  to  anyone  who  ventures  upon  the  study  of  Russian  agrarian 
history .

This  volume  is  a  practicable,  useable,  and  enlivening  textbook  on  farm 
civilization  as  a  business  and  as  a  way  of  life,  as  well  as  a  well-organ- 
ized treatise  on  country  civilization  and  its  concerns.  The  author  pretty 
well  boxes  the  compass  of  life,  livelihood,  and  citizenship  in  farm  areas. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  clear  that  the  problems  of  farm  civiliza- 
tion cannot  be  solved  in  terms  of  economics  alone,  nor  of  sociology  alone; 
that  these  problems  demand  attention  from  economists,  psychologists,  soc- 
iologists, political  economists,  and  political  scientists;  and  that  it 
is  beyond  the  power  of  any  one  of  these  groups  alone  to  interpret  or  to 
serve  the  country  dwellers  of  the  nation  in  the  largest  possible  way. 
We  are  at  last  discovering  that  rural  citizenship  is  fundamentally  im- 
portant . 

This  volume  is  a  logical  link  in  the  series  begun  by  Thomas  Nixon  Car- 
ver's Principles  of  Rural  Economics  and  continued  by  Fred  W.  Yoder's  In- 
troduction to  Agricultural  Economics.  According  to  the  titles,  these 
two  books  apparently  cover  economics  alone.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  they 
are  rural  social-economics.  Life,  livelihood  and  civic  rule  are  an  indi- 
visible trinity  in  the  socialization  of  farmers,  rural  non-farm  dwellers, 
and  dwellers  in  urban-industrial  areas.  No  one  of  these  civilizations  can 
be  understood  in  terms  of  itself  alone. 

To  my  way  of  thinking,  Dr.  Wilson  Gee's  thesis  is  the  best  attempt  so 
far  to  explore  the  farm  life  of  America  and  to  engage  the  interest  of 
upper  classmen  and  graduate  students  in  a  thoroughgoing  fashion  in  our 
universities.  It  is  clearly  a  contribution  to  the  largest  thinking  about 
the  country-end  of  things  in  America  in  terms  of  essential  relationships.  -

The  first  five  paragraphs  of  the  excellent  summary  of  this  report  con- 
sist of  a  statement  of  the  present  agricultural  situation.  The  remainder 
quoted  below  consists  of  a  concise  statement  of  the  causes  of  the  agri- 
cultural depression  and  suggestions  for  remedial  measures. 

"The  forces  primarily  responsible  for  the  agricultural  depression  of 
1929-1932  are  found  outside  of  the  agricultural  industry.  The  collapse 
in  the  general  level  of  prices  during  the  1929  and  1930  seasons  as  con- 
traction in  business  and  speculative  activity  here  and  abroad  reduced  in- 
dustrial and  consumer  demand  for  farm  products.  Another  sharp  reduction 
in  prices  during  the  1931-32  season,  when  financial  crises  and  the  break- 
down in  monetary  standards  encircled  the  world,  led  to  even  deeper  in- 
dustrial stagnation  and  agricultural  distress.  The  difficulties  in  which  the 
world  finds  itself  today  are  however  related  to  (1)  the  monetary,  credit, 
and  trade  policies  followed  during  and  after  the  World  War,  (2)  over-ex- 
pansion of  production  and  productive  capacity  in  many  industries,  with  an 
accompanying  increase  in  the  volume  of  indebtedness,  (3)  the  unparalleled 
orgy  of  speculation  in  securities,  (4)  the  trend  toward  economic  self-suffi- 
ciency, especially  among  European  nations,  which  resulted  in  considerable 
degree  from  obligations  to  pay  war  debts  and  reparations,  and  from  efforts  to 
escape  the  effects  of  falling  prices  and  which  was  manifested  in  trade 
barriers  and  import  restrictions  that  retarded  international  trade  and  cur- 
tailed the  foreign  demand  for  our  products. 

"From  the  standpoint  of  the  welfare  of  the  Nation  the  restoration  of 
agricultural  prosperity  is  as  vital  as  solving  the  problem  of  industrial  un- 
employment. Wise  statemanship  will  recognize  that  a  remunerative  agricul- 
and  a  virile  farm  population  are  essential  to  the  continued  growth  of  this 
Nation.  No  single  remedy  can  be  relied  upon  to  restore  agriculture  to  a 
remunerative  level.  The  problems  are  numerous  and  call  for  a  consideration 
of  a  number  of  possible  courses  of  action. 

"The  outstanding  problem  is  to  close  the  gap  between  prices  of  farm  prod- 
ucts now  at  only  55  per  cent  of  pre-war  averages  and  farm  costs  at  140  per 
cent.  It  is  recognized  that  the  completion  of  the  processes  of  deflation 
of  other  values  to  the  low  levels  of  commodity  prices  and  incomes  leads 
to  wholesale  bankrupticies  and  changes  of  ownership  of  property  as  well  as 
retardation  of  oermanent  business  revival.     It  is  also  recognized  that  an

immediate  restoration  of  farm  prices  to  current  cost  levels  is  not  likely 
through  credit  measures.  Many  individuals  are  therefore  turning  more  and 
more  toward  possibilities  of  bringing  about  price  improvement  thrcugh 
monetary  changes. 

"Trends  in  international  affairs  and  relationships  that  have  ccme  to 
exist  between  the  United  States  and  other  nations  seem  to  portend  con- 
tinued weakness  in  the  foreign  demand  for  cur  agricultural  products.  Until 
there  is  a  modification  cf  these  policies  of  economic  isolation  and  na- 
tional self-sufficiency  which  now  prevail  throughout  the  world,  the  United 
States  will  find  it  difficult  to  maintain  the  volume  of  its  exports.  The 
present  situation  calls  for  policies  and  measures  designed  to  strengthen 
cooperation  among  nations  in  dealing  with  basic  world  problems. 

"Considering  the  grave  condition  of  agriculture  in  the  United  States 
there  is  justification  for  the  serious  consideration  cf  proposals  for 
raising  the  prices  of  farm  cemmcdities  which  have  not  yet  been  applied 
in  this  country. 

"Farmers  can  pay  off  their  present  debts  only  if  there  is  a  consider- 
able rise  in  the  prices  cf  farm  cemmcdities  or  a  downward  adjustment  with 
lower  interest  charges  cf  many  cf  the  present  farm  debts.  This  is  now 
a  national  problem  requiring  the  assistance  on  a  large  scale  of  the  national 
Government.  Further  development  of  the  Federal  land  banks  is  to  be  recom- 
mended. To  keep  present  farm  businesses  intact  and  to  prevent  the  whole- 
sale dispossession  of  farmers  there  is  also  need  for  governmental  action 
in  supplying  short-term  credit  to  meet  maturing  obligations  and  carry 
on  current  operations. 

"The  States  and  counties  face  the  problem  of  reducing  taxes  on  a  large 
amount  of  land  or  cf  taking  it  over  into  public  ownership.  Relief  can 
be  obtained  through  reducing  governmental  services  and  activities,  thrcugh 
increasing  efficiency  in  the  administration  cf  governmental  units  and 
in  the  services  and  activities  supported  by  public  funds  and  by  chang- 
ing tax  systems  to  obtain  a  greater  proportion  of  revenue  from  sources 
other  than  farm  property.  Net  income  is  a  far  better  measure  cf  tax- 
paying  ability  than  is  the  value  of  farm  property. 

"If  prices  of  farm  products  and  other  cemmcdities  remain  at  a  lower 
level  than  prevailed  before  the  depression,  full  resumption  of  economic 
activity  will  require  reductions  in  transportation  costs.  For  many  cem- 
mcdities, truck  transportation  has  proved  more  advantageous  than  rail 
transportation.  In  the  interest  cf  agriculture,  as  well  as  cf  other  in- 
dustries, the  various  forms  of  transportation  must  be  coordinated. 

"Neither  the  Naticn  nor  the  States  have  as  yet  ccmprehensive,  definite, 
and  generally  accepted  policies  and  programs  of  land  uses.  The  time  has 
ccme  when  there  should  be  national  acticn  cn  these  matters.  New  land- 
policy  legislation  is  needed  at  once  providing  for  permanent  land-use 
planning,  coordinated  land-use  research,  and  the  beginning  cf  retirement  cf 
sub-marginal  lands  frcm  agricultural  uses.  Whatever  other  considerations 
may  appear  to  justify  the  developments  cf  new  irrigation  projects,  it  is 
clear  that  the  productive  capacity  of  already  developed  farms  is  ample 
to  meet  the  demand  for  American  agricultural  products  for  seme  time  to 
come . 

"Many  individual  farms  during  the  3  years  of  this  depressicn  have  made 
such  adjustments  as  would  call  for  a  minimum  cf  cash  outlay  and  have  made 
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production  adjustments  to  the  best  of  their  present  individual  knowledge 
and  ability.  Unless  we  have  a  revival  in  demand  for  agricultural  products 
and  a  sharp  rise  in  agricultural  prices,  however,  individual  improvements 
and  adjustments,  even  in  the  aggregate,  can  not  lift  agriculture  out  of  this 
depression. 

"Collective  action  among  farmers  is  more  widespread  now  than,  ever  be- 
fore, but  to  attain  its  maximum  effectiveness  the  cooperative  movement 
must  embrace  a  much  larger  proportion  of  farmers  and  a  wider  range  of  their 
activities  than  at  present.  In  view  of  the  desirability  of  amending  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Act  it  would  be  helpful  if,  as  a  result  of  the 
facts  it  has  accumulated  and  the  experience  it  has  had  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  various  sections  of  the  act,  the  Farm  Board  in  cooperation 
with  farmers'  organizations  would  indicate  the  amendments  that  are  de- 
sirable.' 

"Continued  research  and  education  on  a  wide  range  of  agricultural  prob- 
lems is  necessary  if  agriculture  is  to  keep  pace  with  progress  in  other 
industries  and  occupations.  To  be  most  helpful,  research  should  be  con- 
tinuous, particularly  through  periods  of  depression,  since  it  is  during 
such  periods  that  results  are  most  needed.  The  present  trend  in  urban 
educational  institutions  and  among  industrial  leaders  towards  emphasis 
on  national  planning  and  a  more  positive  direction  to  national  activity 
should  have  its  counterpart  among  agricultural  educational  institutions 
and  leaders  so  as  to  insure  that  there  be  knowledge  and  enlightened  opinion 
in  each  field  and  that  any  plans  adopted  for  the  improvement  of  the  na- 
tional welfare  may  provide  for  a  harmonious  balance  between  the  interest 
of  farmers  and  the  interest  of  other  groups."

If  this  analysis  is  correct,  the  problem 
is  to  reduce  acreage  and  this  should  be  preceded  by  a  most  careful  survey 
and  analysis  of  our  various  lands  and  their  gradation  in  accordance  with 
their  productive  capacity.  The  steps  in  land  reduction  are: 
"1st  -  the  closing  of  our  national  domain  to  entry; 

"2nd      the  cessation  of  the  construction  of  new  irrigation  and  drainage 
proj  ects ; 

"3rd  -  the  elimination  of  the  poorer  parts  of  cur  present  cultivated 
areas  either  by 

(a)  government  purchasing  of  farm  lands,  the  lands  thus  purchased 
being  marginal  lands,  which  will  be  added  to  the  public 
domain;  or 

(b)  the  voluntary  domestic  allotment  plen." 

The  voluntary  domestic  allotment  plan  is  discussed  on  p.  22-25.

The  League  of  Nations  has  for  some  time  published  an  annual  volume 
entitled  Memorandum  on  Production  and  Trade.  The  volume  noted  above  is  a 
continuation  of  this  series.  The  information  has,  however,  been  "consider- 
ably expanded  and  its  presentation  improved.  There  is  a  good  deal  more 
about  manufacturing  output,  as  well  as  the  production  of  foodstuffs  and 
raw  materials;  some  information  is  given  about  particular  countries  and 
products;  and  a  rough  estimate  is  now  given  for  the  movement  of  world 
production  as  a  whole.  As  far  as  the  incidence  of  the  world  slump  can 
be  measured  in  figures,  this  volume  provides  a  better  measurement  than 
is  available  from  any  other  source.  The  League's  statisticians  possess 
the  art  of  presenting  their  information  in  a  readily  intelligible  form, 
without  too  much  'soothing'  or  parade  of  statistical  method;  and  they  are 
not  afraid  of  putting  forward  tentative  conclusions  even  where  the  data 
are  admittedly  defective.  They  are,  of  course,  at  the  mercy  of  the  national 
statistical  agencies  which  exist  in  the  various  countries.  Some  badly- 
needed  figures  are  missing  altogether,  and  others  suspect  of  being  little 
better  than  guesses;  and  even  where  figures  are  most  abundant  they  are 
often  not  readily  comparable  on  an  international  basis.  Still,  the  League 
statisticians  do  their  best  with  what  they  can  come  by;  and  it  is  on  the 
whole  a  very  good  best,  and  steadily  better  from  year  to  year. 

"In  the  present  volume,  the  basis  used  is  the  average  of  the  years  1925- 
lS2!r   -  that   is,    the  period  of  rapidly  expanding  production,  especially 
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in  Europe,  which  preceded  the  world  slump.  On  this  basis,  the  world's  pro- 
duction of  primary  goods  arose  from  95  in  1925  to  105  in  1929.  The  output 
of  industrial  raw  materials  alone  rose  much  more  rapidly  than  this  --  from 
92  to  111  .',  .  Certainly  between  1925  and  1929  total  world  production  rose 
a  good  deal  more  sharply  than  the  figures  for  primary  products  would  sug- 
gest; for  the  output  of  foodstuffs,  which  bulk  largely  in  the  total,  rose 
much  less  than  that  of  either  industrial  materials  or  finished  manufactures. 
Moreover,  during  these  years  the  volume  of  services,  which  are  not  counted 
at  all  in  the  figures  of  production,   probably  rose  most  rapidly  of  all. 

"Over  the  same  period  the  volume  of  world  trade  also  advanced  rapidly, 
from  91  in  1925  to  110  in  1929;  and  there  was  a  noticeable  shift  in  the 
character  of  this  trade,  the  proportion  of  manufactured  goods  in  the  total 
tending  to  grow  at  the  expense  of  primary  products... 

"The  figures  for  the  years  since  1929  present  a  very  different  picture. 
World  output  of  all  primary  products  has  indeed  fallen  only  from  106  in  1929 
to  96  in  1931.  But  whereas  the  output  of  foodstuffs  is  only  down  frcm  103 
to  99,  that  of  industrial  raw  materials  has  droppd  from  111  to  91,  and  man- 
ufacturing industrial  production  from  112  to  about  85,  the  discrepancy  being 
again  partly  accounted  for  by  the  huge  increase  of  accumulated  stocks.  For 
the  volume  of  world  trade  in  1931  the  League  does  not  venture  on  a  precise 
estimate;  but  it  puts  the  decline  in  the  neighbourhood  of  20  per  cent,  from 
1929  to  1931. . . 

"The  'Review'  also  includes  a  valuable  survey  of  price  movements,  both 
generally  and  in  relation  to  particular  classes  of  goods.  This  brings  out 
clearly  both  the  general  widening  of  the  gap  between  wholesale  and  retail 
prices,  and  the  divergent  effects  of  currency  and  tariff  policies  on  price- 
movements  in  the  different  countries.  It  also  shews  the  remarkable  changes 
which  have  occurred  in  the  'barter'  terms  of  trade,  owing  to  the  heavy  fall 
in  the  prices  of  foodstuffs  and  materials;  and  it  gives  useful  tables  for 
Germany  and  Austria  comparing  the  movements  of  the  prices  of  cartellised  and 
non-cartellised  goods.  Indeed,  this  section  dealing  with  relative  prices 
may  be  regarded  as  the  most  important  part  of  the  'Review';  but  it  is  not 
of  a  nature  to  be  readily  summarised  in  a  few  lines.  As  an  intelligent 
commentary  on  the  influence  of  divergent  price-movements  on  the  course 
of  economic  events  it  is  invaluable  to  all  students  of  the  underlying 
factors  of  the  world  depression."

"Easing  of  the  interest  burden  on  German  farmers  is  provided  in  a 
new  presidential  decree,  says  a  report  from  the  Commercial  Attache's 
office  in  Berlin  to  the  Commerce  Department  which  on  Oct.  29  also  stated: 
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"According  to  this  decree  all  rates  on  mortgages  are  temporarily  re- 
duced by  2  per  cent,  except  that  a  minimum  of  4  per  cent  is  established. 
This  is  the  second  interest  reduction  by  Presidential  decree  and  as  a 
result  a  large  portion  of  the  German  farm  mortgages  are  now  bearing  4%  per 
cent  interest,  it  is  pointed  out. 

"Under  the  terms  of  the  decree,  the  reduction  in  interest  extends 
to  Oct.  1,  1934.  At  that  time,  the  interest  saved  can  be  added  to  the 
principal  of  the  mortgage  debt  and  will  become  due  at  the  end  of  the 
amortization  period.  No  interest  can  be  charged  on  the  deferred  interest 
payments . 

"It  is  pointed  out  that  this  decree  applies  only  to  farm,  mortgages 
and  not  to  mortgage  bonds."

"The  object  of  the  Wheat  Act,  which  became  law  on  May  12,  1932,  is  to 
establish  a  standard  price  and  a  secure  market  for  home-grown  wheat  of 
millable    quality    .  .  .    Flour   millers    and    flour    importers    are  required 
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to  make  to  the  Wheat  Commission  a  'quota  payment'  in  respect  of  each 
hundredweight  of  flour  delivered  by  them  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The 
moneys  thus  obtained  are  paid  into  a  Wheat  Fund,  and  from  this  Fund  growers 
.  .  .  wixl  receive,  on  the  basis  of  their  certified  sales  of  millable  wheat 
of  their  own  growing,  a  'deficiency  payment'  representing  approximately 
the  amount  by  which  the  'standard  price'  exceeds  the  'ascertained  average 
price'  of  such  wheat."    The  scheme  is  explained  in  detail.
